UNION RANKS SPLIT 
ON GOVERNORSHIP 
CAMPAIGN ISSUES 


Talmadge But Powerful 
Railroad Groups Pledge 
Support.

Labor Tuesday became definitely 


split over the governorship campaign, 
with President J. Sid Tiller, of the 
state federation, announcing for his 
organization that it could not sup- 
port Governor Eugene Talmadge, and 
the chief executive receiving messages 
pledging the unqualified support of 
units of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors and the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Carmen, two of the most potent 
labor organizations in Georgia. 

The Tiller attack was the second 
against the governor in three days 
and came in response to a statement 
of the governor Monday in which he 
said he had no quarrel with labor and 
labor had no quarrel with him. 

Governor Talmadge said Tuesday 


that he Lad no comment to make on 
the Tiller statement beyond to say 
that he would not reply to it. The 
federation president in his statement 
Tuesday charged that the governor 
was not in sympathy with President 
Roosevelt’s recovery program and as- 
serted that labor believed the presi- 
dent and the governor were on oppo- 
site sides and that labor would side 
with the president. 
Leaders Write Governor. 

The unqualified indorsement of the 
governor by the railway organizations 
was contained in letters received from 
organization leaders.

President Von Hindenburg 
Near Death, Doctors Report 


Unhappy Germany Prays That “Grand Old 
Man”’ Again May Be Spared During 


Nation’s Crises. 


BERLIN, July 31.—(4)—President¢ improvement has followed each alarm- 


Paul Von Hindenburg, sturdy idol of 
the German people, was under the 
constant care of physicians today. and 
the public was warned by an official 
of his palace here that it may “fear 
the worst.” 

Medical bulletins from the bedside 
of the 86-year-old field marshal in 
Neudeck, his’ East Prussian estate, 
were not greatly alarming in tone, 
but the fact that formal bulletins were 
coming frequently, the palace official 
pointed out, “indicates his condition 
must be regarded as critical.” 

The physicians made no predictions 
as to how much longer the rugged 
constitution of the old soldier can 
hold out against a bladder ailment and 
a prostate gland trouble, together with 
other complications of age. 

, Sick “Bulletins Stopped. 

Later in the evening, however, the 
official German News Agency said no 
bulletins regarding the condition of 
the president would be issued during 
the night, indicating his condition 
was somewhat improved. 

Speculation in the German press re- 
garding the successor of the president 
in case he should die was forbidden 
by the propaganda ministry in an or- 
der informing journalists that “all 
that has been taken care of.” 

In view of the president’s critical 
condition all light music was taken 
the radio broadcasting program 
and only serious music put on the air.

TOBACCO MARKETS 


WILL OPEN TODAY 


IN SOUTH GEORGIA 


Allotment System To Be 

. Used for First Time at 
15 Points as Sales Start 
Wednesday. 


FEDERAL PROGRAM 
EFFECTIVE TODAY 


The tobacco tax reduction pro- 
gram is effective with the opening 
of the tobacco season today, W. E, 
Page, internal revenue collector, 
announced Tuesday. Growers who 
raise more than their allotment 
must pay 25 per cent of the to- 
bacco’s value in taxes, 

It is necessary for them to buy 
stamps and for their convenience 
these have been made available at 
Valdosta and Savannah at the zone 
offices of the department in the 
federal buildings. It is not nec- 
essary for growers to come to At- 
lanta or to send here for the 
stamps.

TIFTON, Ga., July 31.—(P— 
Georgia tobacco growers will enter 


upon a new experience when they be- 
gin selling their 1934 crop tomorrow. 

‘Sales will be made by allotment, 
in order to escape the federal tax 
of 25 per cent of the sale price of 
tobacco, 

Each grower who signed a tobacco 
reduction agreement with the agri- 
cultural adjustment administration 
will be presented with a _ tobacco 
marketing card and tobacco allot- 
ment card. These cards will save the 
grower the 25 per cent tax for the 
growers without cards will have t 
percentage deducted by the warehouse 
for the government at the time he 
makes his sale, 

Preparations for the opening of 
the markets went ahead rapidly to- 
day. Roads to warehouses were mark- 
ed by trucks bringing the crop in 
for sale and thousands of pounds 
will be on the floors tomorrow for 
the opening of the auctions. 

Allotment and marketing cards ar- 
rived in Georgia Saturday and since 
that time members of the Georgia 
extension force and the county agents 
have been working night and day 
to get them to the farmers before 
the markets opened. 

The tobacco grower who signed 
the reduction agreement was required 
to call on the county agent in per- 
son to receive his cards and sign 
for them. In case the cards are lost, 
it was explained, the growers will 
be out of luck as no duplicates may 
be issued. 

12,200 Contraets. 

There are approximately 12,200 
farmers growing tobacco in Georgia 
under contract. They were allotted a 
total of 52,000 acres with a provi- 
sion that this might be increased if 
desired. The total poundage allotted 
Georgia was a little more than 41,- 
000,000 pounds, with a provision for 
a 10 per cent increase. 

The tobacco growers are renting 
to the government 23,000 acres at 
$17.50 per acre, the returns totaling 
$402,500. In addition, the contract 
tobaceo growers will receive from the 
government an extra payment of 
12 1-2 per cent of this year’s total 
sales and the contract farmers will 
be paid two cents per pound for the 
difference between the allotted pound- 
age and the poundage actually sold, 
where this is less than the allot- 
ment. 

Thus, if a farmer were allotted 
1,000 pounds and sold only 800, he 
would be paid two cents per pound 
for the 200 pounds not sold. The 
government through the rental and 
29-cent payments given the tobacco 
growers has given the planters every 
inducement to hold down production 
this year. On last year’s sales, the 
government has paid tobacco growers 
signing contracts 25 per cent durin 
this year. which amounted to a tota 
of $1,200,000. 

Im. the reduction sign-up this year 
it was estimated that between 98 
and 99 per cent of the growers eli- 
gible to sign contracts with the gov- 
ernment did so. It was estimated 
also that a total of between five 
and six per cent of the growers in 
the state were not under contract. —

Hundreds of national guardsmen were 
mobilized at Jackson barracks south 
of the city today as city administra- 
tion leaders appealed to Washington 
for aid in lifting the iron hand of 


United States Senator Huey P. Long 
from the city of New Orleans, en- 
gaged in a bitter factional fight with 
the political dictator of Louisiana. 

Almost simultaneously with city 
appeals to federal authorities, based 
on charges that the militia had been 
illegally used by the state adminis- 
tration under the dominance of Sen- 
ator Long, in the seizure of the city 
voting registration office, a general 
mobilization of all companies of the 
New Orleans national guard got un- 
derway. 

Twelve companies, consisting of ap- 
proximately 750 men, and including 
infantry, artillery and cavalry, were 
called to the barracks, militia head- 
quarters, :

No information was immediately 
available on what use would be made 
of the augmented force. 

Guards stationed around the har- 
racks prevented any one from enter- 
bing, but late in the day Senator Long 
whisked past the sentries in a big 
limousine for a personal inspection of 
his “army.” A short time later he 
whisked out again after apparently 
holding a “council of war.” 

After breaking into the registrar of 
voters’ office last night. Louisiana 
militiamen continued to hold the of- 
fice by force of arms during the day. 

The appeal to Washington was an-

partial martial law illegal and asked 
Adjutant .General James F. McKin- 
ley, of the United States army, to in- 
vestigate the use of the militia in a 
factional political dispute.

We have departed for the time be- 
ing from the subject of fishes. We 
are facing a climb up the animal 
scale to the epitome of animal life. 
Just what that is I will not say now. 

There is.a_ transition from the 
fishes to the next highest group, the 
amphibians, kindly provided for us by 
a nature that capnot remain static. 
Take the word amphibian to pieces 
and you will find that it means “both 
lives,” referring to the fact that mem- 
bers of this group live on the land in 
the adult form but return to the 
water to breed. This verily is the 
transition class from the aquatic fishes 
to the terrestrial animals, yet there 
is something back of the amphibians 
and not quite among the fishes, for 
on the aquatic side we find fishes 
breathing by means of gills and on the 
terrestrial side to find animals breath- 
ing by means of lungs. 

The transition is provided by the 
lung-fishes. 

In the tropical regions of the globe 
there exists a series of fish-like ani- 
mals which are more than fish. Their 
peculiar adaptation sets them in a 
group apart in my mind, although 
their zoological kinship is unquestion- 
ably piscine. I have abstracted their 
important specialization and more or 
less idealized it, for the value of their 
step above the fishes cannot be esti- 
mated. 

Theoretically, the lung-fishes evolv- 
ed: from the primitive fishes during 
a period when prolonged  drouths 
dried up their ancestral homes and 
forced them to live over the dry spell 


in the mud. Of course, this develop-

a sudden drouth will wipe out a pop- 
ulation of fishes. They developed the 
air bladder that is present in most | 
of the bony fishes into a rudimentary | 
lung, by which they breathe. Actually, 
if entangled in a net so that they are 
unable to come to the surface for 
breath, these lung-fishes drown. What 
happens to them when the withering 
hand of drouth passes over their range 
today? 

These most admirable animals re- 
tire into the mud and fold themselves 
neatly double, hollowing out a cocoon | 
of mud to fit their bodies. A slimy 
covering coats them completely. They 
pass into a stage of suspended anima- 
tion, and remain there, to all intents 
and purposes dead, until the trickle 
of moisture into their prison of hard- 
baked clay frees them for another 
season of swimming, feeding and re- 
production, 

I have chosen a title that must be 
explained.’ The gain of the lung-fish 
lies in his ability to breathe atmos- 
pheric oxygen. It is now pretty gen- 
erally accepted thdt these animals 
gave rise to the higher vertebrates, 
to most of which water is a foreign 
element. Their adaptation in this di- 
rection is the advance of the lung- 
fish toward something more complete. 
The loss they sustained was in run- 
ning into a blind alley, so to speak, 
for they are entirely dependent upon 
chance for their salvation. 

Consider the animals in their casts 
of clay. Their bodies are carrying on 
the functions of metabolism. Stored 
food in the tissues is burned to keep 
the spark of life burning, but all the 
while waste products are accumulat- 
ing also. Will the water liberate 
them before the poisonous waste 
quench that dim spark? Suppose the 
drouth extends not for months but for 
a year or more beyond the normal 
time. Such things have happened. 
What would this marvelous adapta- 
tion avail the race of lung-fishes? It 
were better in this case that they had 
followed their kindred into other wa- 
ters, as they might well do. Lung- 
fishes represent a tremendous ad- 
vance, but they in turn have suf- 
fered an enormous handicap as a race.

WALLACE DEFENDS 
CROP CONTROL PLANS 


Secretary Says Drouth Prov- 
ed Necessity of Contin- 
uing Program. 


PADUCAH, Ky., July 31.—())—~ 

Secretary Wallace said today that the 
drouth showed the necessity for con- 
tinuing agricultural adjustment rather 
than ending it. 
_ Defending acreage control plans, he 
told an audience at a farm picnic that 
some critics are saying “that this 
drouth proves the futility of attempt- 
ing production control measures.” 

“If anything,” Wallace said, “it 
proves that the contrary is true: For, 
as has been demonstrated by recent 
modifications in contractual agree- 
ments in our commodity programs, if 
forces over which men have no con- 
trol intercept a plan of action and 
partially remove the cause, our pro- 
gram is suficiently elastic to respond 
to that emergency by doing just what 
any practical, hard-working and level- 
headed farmer would do in such an 
emergency. 

“It is possible to modify a flexible 
plan so that the net result of the 
program and the forces of nature will 
combine to achieve the result origi- 
nally sought.” 

The AAA, he said, “cannot operate 
effevtively in bringing a New Deal to 
the farm people of this country un- 
less they themselves throw their full 
weight into the traces, so far, farm- 
ers have responded magnificently. 
Their responsibility in the future is 
even more important.” 

He called country production con- 
trol associations “one of the most 
significant social and economic de- 
velopments which have come out of 
the agricultural adjustment experi- 
ment thus far,” and declared his hope 
that in the future they would “pro- 
vide an important new outlet for the 
energy, the planning and the inven-

. It is possible for a person to drown 
in a quart basin of water. Drowning 


|IS asphyxial death. Only enough wa- 


ter to cover mouth and nostrils is 
necessary. 

_ In.some cases of drowning death 
is due to shock or to injury of the 
brain by striking the head on bottom 
or on some object. 

When a person fails into the water 
he usually rises to the surface, due 
to the natural buoyancy of the body, 
and begins to struggle to save himself. 
He makes violent attempts to breathe 
and perhaps inhales a _ little water 
increases the _ difficulty of 
breathing. Or he swallows some water 
and if a little “goes down the wrong 


ritates the laryngeal mucous mem- 
brane and causes chokihg and gasping. 
The presence of a little water in the 
larynx acts just as an foreign body 
(loes that is accidentally  inhalted. 
One effect is inhibition of respiration.

Thereupon 
the correspondent will be either de- 
ported, as many were in the war to 
end war, or so badly harassed and 
hampered in his work that his useful- 
ness will be destroyed.

11I—Phoenicia’s Great Sailors. 


Out on the great sea! Let us sail 
and let us row! We are men of Phoe- 
nicia and we know how to master 
the waves!” 

Thus they might have spoken, those 
bold sailors. who lived at the eastern 
end of the Mediterranean sea. Learn- 
ing many things about boats from 
Egypt, they added native skill to 
knowledge, and became most famous 
of all ancient sailors.

Tyre, the chief city of the Phoeni- 
cians, was a center of trade and in- 
dustry, where expert craftsmen worked 
with gold and silver and made glass- 
ware. From the island of Cyprus 
these folks obtained copper and iron 
ore which they used in making tools.

Strait of Gibraltar. Rounding the 
coasts of Portugal and Spain, they 
reached a good-sized island and opened 
trade with the natives, from whom 
they obtained tin. The island was 
Great Britain, though ft did not have 
that name when visited 2, years 
ago. The section was Cornwall. which 
still supplies some of the world’s tin. 

Quaint pictures of Phoenician ships 
have been saved through the ages. fn 
more than one case, fish are shown 
on the water on which the boats are 
riding. 

In the Bible we are told that Phoe- 
nician ships had sails made of linen, 
oars of oak, and masts of cedar. Com- 
monly there was one square sail. The 
rowers often sat at two levels, those 
above having jlonger oars. This made 
it possible for a vessel, of given length, 
to have more men at work on the 
oars. 

An ancient Greek, Herodotus, tells 
about a mighty voyage made by Phoe- 
nician sailors. He says that they wet 
employed by King Neco to “sail 
around Egypt.” Leaving by way of 
the Red sea, they went clear around 
Africa, if we may believe the report, 
passing through the Gates of Hercules 
and returning to Egypt after a voy- 
age of more than two years. 

We have no certain proof that such 
a vovage really took place: but we 
know that Hanno, a sailor of Car- 
thage, explored much of the western 
eoast of Africa: and it is at least 


possible that other sailors of Phoeni-

“The subject matter which I have 


treated in the foregoing articles bas 
beem covered before in many articles 
and speeches which I have written 
and given, and I am not vain enough 
to suppose that many other people 
have not covered it far better than I 
have. But in the course of a varied 
life, I have found that some things 
may be treated in many different 
ways and that what will appeal to 
one person may not appeal to an- 
other. 

I am no philosopher. I cannot lay 
claim to more than the usual ordi- 
vary individual’s education or culture 
but I bave had opportunities for mix- 
ing with a great many people in a 
great many parts of the world and no 
one can do this without being forced 
to think out a certain philosophy of 
living. In these articles I hope 1 may 
have given the interest to other wom- 
en to think out for themselves the 
things they wish to achieve as the re- 
sult of our civilization in tiris coun- 
try. 

What kind of world do they wish 
to leave behind as an inheritance to 
their children? It does not matter

much whether we leave individually | 


monéy or wordly goods of any kind, 


of socicty. 

In spite of everything, f is the 
homes of America which sti!! form the 
basis of our civilization. We older pev- 
ple may have to make some adjust- 
ments to meet the different ideas and 
the different conditions facing the 
younger generation but if families keep 
their love and affection for each oth- 
er, and will try to be tolerant and 
understanding of each other’s prob- 
lems, in the end I think our civiliza- 
tion will not suffer. 


The only safety that any individual 
has is his own character and you can- 
not make any one person’s future se- 
— unless you secure the future of 
all. 

It is important that women think 
beyond the mere moment through 
which we are passing and acquaint 
themselves with all phases of life and 
conditions in our own country. I 
think we shall havé fulfilled our mis- 
sion well if when our time comes to 
give up active work in the world we 
can say we never saw a wrong with- 
out trying to right it; we never in- 
tentionally left unhappiness where a 
little effort would have turned it into 
happiness, and we were more critical 
of ourselves than we were of others. 

» When I was a little girl, my grand- 
mother would often say to me, “You 
are a girl and | expect you to be more 
sensible and more’ thoughtful than 
your brothers.” She was of the gen- 
eration which did not demand so 
much recognition for women, but 
which accomplished many things by 
working through the men when they 
hardly knew they were being influ- 
enced. 

I do not mean for a minute that 
we should go back to the ideas of that

Good, bad and indifferent players 
alike have for the past few years in- 
dulged in the slightly sane pastime of 
bidding a worthless suit to stop the 
lead of that suit against an eventual 
three notrump contract. Naturally, an 
alert defensive player is always 
aware of the possibility that his op- 
ponents’ bids (particularly in minor 
suits) may not be entirely honest, 
and accordingly these psychic bids 
frequently prove a boomerang. 

On today’s hand the South player 
arbitrarily decided that he and his 
partner could make three notrump if 


a certain opening lead was stopped. 
He further decided, however, that the 
mere fact that he opened the bidding 
with one of that suit woul@ not pre- 
vent either of his opponents from 
opening it if they had any desirable 
holding in it.

The reading of the balloon’s baro- 
graphs by the United States bureau 
of standards ended all hope that the 
big gas bag might have reached a 
height hitherto unattained by man. 
The “official ceiling,’ however, was 
several hundred feet higher than cal- 
culated by the balloonists themselves. 

John Oliver. La Gorce, vice presi- 
dent of the National Geographic So- 
ciety, reported the readings of baro- 
graphs. After telling of the height 
reached by the balloon, sent up joint- 
ly by the society and the army, he ex- 
plained to newspapermen : ; 

“The barographs enclosed in & 
balsa wood box and insulated with 
sponge rubber to pick up shock, es- 
caped serious injury probably because 
they were lashed in the rigging out- 
side the gondola. The tracings of the 
record itself were intact.” 


Government To Fight 
Severance for Insull 


CHICAGO, July 31.—(#)—Samuel 
Insull was ready to tell all today, but 
despite his assumption of full re- 
sponsibility for the conduct of cor- 
poration securities the government 
gave a cold reception to his appeal 
for a separate trial. 

In a nine-pige petition filed with 
the district court, Insull stated his 
objections to being tried with 16 co- 
defendants on charges of using the 
mails to defrand, They ranged from 
a fear that his case would be preju- 
diced by the admission of evidence 
which would not be admissible against 
him alone to another fear that the 
circumstances surrounding his Euro- 
pean exile would be prejudicial to 
the other defendants. 

Dwight H. Green, district attorney, 
said the government,would oppose the 
petition. 

Promising a “full and frank” dis- 
closure of all his business operations, 
Insull said he was willing to accept 
full responsibility for his acts and 
those of his associates who acted upon 
his advice. He declared, however, that 
because of his infirmities he feared 
a lengthy trial would endanger his 


life.
